REPORT 
Of the Superintending School Committee, . 
for the Town of Sanbornton. 


Gentlemen of the Town of Sanbornton: 

Your Superintending School Committee having endeavored faithfully to 
perform the duties assigned him, wiil submit his annual Report. 

Your committee has examined 41 persont proposing to teach in town, of whieh 
number 40 were approbated. Of this number 387 actually taught in the district 
schools, some of them instructing schools in two districts, and several have taught 
the same school two terms. Six males andeleven females have taught what may 
be properly termed winter sehools the ‘past winter. By reference to the tables 
of the districts it will be seen that in many districts the school money was expen- 
ded in short terms, much to the aisadvantage of the districts. Your committee 
is happy to be able to state that most of the scooolsin town the past year were’ 
of ahigh order, and with one exception all the teachers appeared to feel some re- 
sponsibility. So,far as possible your committee has visited all the schools 
near their commencement and.close. .These visitsnumber 76. Comparatively few 
of the prudential eommittees in town the past year have complied with their sworn 
obligations (provided they have taken the oath of office) to notify the superinten- 
ding committee of the commencement of the school in their respective districts. 
See Comp. Stat., chap. 74, sec. 12. While there appears to be an increasing inter- 
est in our common schools, this interest isfar toosmall. The idea is quite preva~ 
lent that the school houses and instruction which sufficed for the present genera-~ 
tion will do well enough for the next. To be consistent, those who adopt this 
opinion should steadfastly refuse all innovation upon their present habits and cus- 
toms. They should use the same tools, study the sare books, and enjoin it upon 
their ehildren forever. It is strange indeedif the human mind is not capable of 
making progress in the cause of education as well asin everytning else.. We 
hope the community are beginning to realize that it is cheaper and far better for 
all concerned to educate a-child at the expense of the state than to take care of 
him when uneducated. 

' Prudential committees should be careful in selecting teachers. Too often the 

person is hired who will teach for the least money. It is truethat some who re- 
ceive an adequate compensation fail to succeed. This is their fault and not attrib- 
utable to the Wages paid them. Good teachers as wellas good mechanies can com- 
mand) wages proportionate to their ability. If we do not hire them others will, 
and we must take up with such bunglers as we can get. Committees should seek 
for teachers of superior literary qualifications. The teacher must possess a cer- 
tain amount of education to obtain the approbation of the superintending com- 
mittee. but no teacher can be highly successful who is but little in advance of his 
scholars. He should feel at home—so to speak--in all the branches he is called 
upon toteach. This with aptness to instruct,and a hearty energy in his work, 
will rarely fail of securing the best results. Itis often supposed that a second 
rate teacher will do for a small school. He may do but heis not the one they ought 
to have, for it requires the best teachers to awaken the energies of such a school. 
Besides six weeks of frst rate schooling, are worth more than ten, under a medi- 
um instructor. 

OrpER. There is a great defect in the order observed in some of ovr schools. 
Whispering prevails to a great extent, and has been suffered by two or three teach- 
ers as your committee believes, almost without restriction. Your committee is 
happy to be able to state that there are some honorable exceptions to the above, 
that deserve to be noticed, among which may be named the schools in Nos. 6, 7, 8, 
9, i1, 12,14, 16,17, 18, 24, 28. In No.16, 12 did not whisper during the sum- 
er term, and in Nos. 6, 12,18, scarcely any whispering took placein the school. 
If other things could be, equal, these schools where no whispering is allowed 
would succeed best. Itis time that the idea that there is the least reai necessity 
for whispering in school had become obsolete. 

No school can be successful when the improprieties in the school room are such 
as to require a careful regulation of the school on the approach of the committee, 
to enable the members of the school to appear before him according to their own 


sense of propriety. 
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Parentat InFLvENcE.—A teacher sustained and encouraged by the parents 
is more likely to succeed than when placed in opposite circumstsnces. arents 
should visit the school; a good teacher will desire this but a poor one will not like 
to be so closely watched. Parents will be able to judge more accurately of a 
school by personal inspection than by hearsay; besides their presence betokens 
their interest in the school, and therefore encourages the teacher. Paren ts wlio 
countenance or eacourage their children in resistance to tne authority of the teach- 
er, are instructing them to defy their own authori'y, break the laws of the land 
_ may reasonably expect them to “pring dewn their grey hairs with sorrow to’ 
the grave.” 

Scuoou Hovsgs.— Of the 27 districts in this town, but seven have good school 
houses. No. 19 has erected a good convenient house the past year. Of the oth- 
er houses, some few of them are in tolerable repair, but the seats are so arranged 
that the teacher must generally look two ways for arogue, to say nothing of other 
inconveniences too numerous to mention. Some of the school houses are not fit 
to pa free childrer, into if it is intenaed they shall come out with habits of order 
and neatness or with any relish for the school room. Most of the houses are thor 
oughly ventilated. Extensive play grounds are attached to them, consisting of a 
much of the highway between Canada and Mason’s and Dickson’s line as the child@® 
chooses to occupy, subject.to the risks incident to such places. 

DISMISSAL OF TEACHERS.— When a person applying for the approbation of the 
committee gives satisfactory evidence that he possesses all requisite qualifications, 
it is the duty of the committee to approbate him accordingly. If he proves incom- 
petent there are two methods of lawful removal. If the committee discovers the 
teachers incompeteney it is his duty to dismiss him forthwith. But the committee 
may not be able to discover such evidence of incompetency. In such a case he 
cannot summarily dismiss the teacher. Whose business is it then to apply the 
remedy? It belongs to the legal voters of the district. Uponcomplaint of a ma- 
jority of the voters setting forth their belief ot the incapacity of the teacher, a 

earing may be had and then the committee must decide according to law and ey- 
idence. If then a teacher who manifestiy has not capacity to instruct or govern 
a school, is suffered to retain his place, the fault lies with the legal yoters of the 
district. 

In concluding this part of the report, your committee feels that he cannot too 
deeply impress upon the minds of the citizens of this town the fact that universal . 
education is essential to the permanance of our institutions,—that ignorance and 
despotism are natural allies and the sworn enemies of liberty. 


No: 1—Summer Term; taught by Miss Mary A. Churchill. The order 
in this school was defective, though there was some progress. Your com- 
mittee has heard it reported that a fail term was taught by a Miss Curry; 
but as she did not present herself for examination, and the committee was 
not informed of the existence of the school, he is left to the conclusion that 
if there was a school; it was a private one or a giftof theteacher; since no 
teacher is entitled to pay for services until he or she presents to the au- 
thorities of the town a certificate of qualification and makes areport. See 
Compiled Statutes, chap. 77, Sec. 19, 

. No. 2, has won for itself no enviable reputatation the past year. Miss 
Mary H.Sawyer, commenced the Summer T'erm with fair prospects of suc- 
cess ‘l‘here was a little apparent uneasiness on the part of the scholars at 
the time of the committee’s first visit. Hearing complaints the committee 
visited it again, and found the best of order and most thorough recitations, 
without any ostentation. ‘The uneasiness of the pupi's had apparently 
given place to wholesome discipline. It appeared like a model school. 
The teacher soon after had occasion to punish a child of the prudential 
committe, and was soon informed that the money was expended. Miss E. 
A. Harrington commenced the winter term. Complaints were also inade 
in reference to her management. The coinmittee visited the school again 
and found the scholars very unruly. The teacher appeared to be trying 
to do her duty and as nothing on her part was to be seen warranting a

diétniseal, it was therefore his duty to sustain her. A few days after, she 
also, had occasion to punish a child, whose father unfortunately was cloth- 
ed with a little brief authority, and was forthwith discharged. This case 
furnishes a siriking instance of the evil resulting from parents interfering 
to screen their children from needful correction. 

No. 4.—Summer Term was very ably and successfully taught by Miss 
M.A. Russell. This is a hard schoolto manage. The teacher exhibited 
a high order of talent in her vocation, and was eminently successful. Pro- 
gress excellent. 

Winter Term was taught by Miss AnnG. Glines. The teacher showed 
excellent capacity in her occupation. The instruction was thorough and 
practical. ‘lhe scholars made good proficiency in their studies. 

No. 5.—Almost moddel schools were taught here both Summer and 
Winter. The first by Miss Sarah Colby, whose untiring energy and faith- 
fulness wes rewarded with excellent success. ‘hesecond by Miss Ann 
hi. Boutwell, whose order, recitations, and particularly the advancement 
made by the scholars in their studies is worthy of much commendation. 
Whispering is nearly outlawed in this school. 

No. 6.— Summer Term was taught by Miss S. M. Chase. An excellent 
teacher and a very profitable school. . 

Winter Term, Mr J. Proctor Favor, teacher. Instruction thorough and 
practical. Order excellent. The progress couid not failto be satisfacto- 
ry. Whispering is banished from this school.

In 
these schcols the teacher added to her well earned reputation. Both in- 
structionand discipline appeared to be of the right kind. Progress very good. 

No. 9—Suminer Term taught by Miss Nancy J. Abrams. The patience 
and untiring zeal of the teacher accomplished very much for this school— 
“more than was to be expected. 

Miss N. J. Prescott continued their instruction during the fall term with, 
her usual good success. This school is small and backward, but there 1s 
hope of a brighter day. 

No. 10—4 Summer and Fall Term was taught by Miss Mary J. Knox. 
Good order and excellent improvement. A betterschool house in a pleas- 
ant location would materially benefit this school. 

No. 11— Summer T'erm taught one week by Miss M. K. Dearborn. Cir- 
cumstances induced her to leave for the West, and Miss Sarah A. Hill 
taught the school with good success. 

The Winter Term was taught by Miss Cymantha Foss with much abili- 
ty and excellent success. The committee found it essential to the wel- 
fare of the school to dismiss one of the pupils. 

This school must 
be set down as one of the best intown. The closing examination evino- 
ed great thoroughness of instruction and intense application. 

The Winter Term, your committee learns, was equally successful. A 
closing examination that doubtless would have reflected great credit on 
the acne scholars, and parents, was prevented by the ilness of the 
teacher. 
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No. 13—.4 Summer and Fall Term was taught by Mis’. S. M. Chase. 
Order was established, and excellent instruction given. It was a very 
profitable school. 

No. 14—A Summer and Fall Term was taught by Miss Augusta A. 
Johnson. ‘This school would have been more profitable and pleasant but 
for the indiscreet and unwarrantable interferance of a small minority of 
the parents, who sought to control or ruin the school. The result shows 
how “great a fire a little mattet kindleth.” The fidelity energy and forti- 
tude of the teacher while annoyed by all the vexatious contrivances of 
mischievous boys, who could never havé been taught at home how to con- 
duct al school, is deserving of all praise. Progress of all who tried le 
learn was very good. . 

No. 15—The Summer Term was taught by Miss Sarah B. Crocket. 
The school was of a high order. The scholars nnderstood and were able 
to apply the instructions of the teacher. 

The Winter Term was also quite snccessful, under the care of Mr. H. B- 
Cross, who is too wel] known in the district,as an able and successful 
teacher to need commendation. 

No. 16—Summer Term, Ellen F. Prescott teacher. The teacher exhib- 
ited real talent and was very successful, both in teaching and governing. 

The Winter Term was tought by Miss Sarah Hunkins with very good 
success. The district may congratulate themselves that their good for- 
tune in reference to their school the past year is due to something besides.

No. 17--Taught both Summer and Winter by Miss M. A, Prescott with 
as good success as an excellent teacher could have in an ill shaped cold 
uncomfortable school hause, 

No. 18—A fair Summer School was taught by Miss E. lL. Robinson.

No. 19. The Summer Term was successfully taught by Miss Harriett
